POLE 1S REACHED 


Commander Peary; Successtuf*April 
6th, 1909, Almost a Year After 
Dr. Frederick Cook.

Cable to the Hearst News Service 
From Copenhagen, 


New York, Sept. 6—A little message 
of seven words, flashed by wireless 
from the coast of d.abeador, to the 
local news bureaus at noon today 
made Commander Robert E. Peary, 
the second American citizen within — 
five days to report to an astounded 
world the discovery of the North pole, 
Later advices showed that Command: 
er Peary had reached. the pole on April 
6, 1909, one year, lacking fifteen days 
alter Dr. Frederick Cook had schisvad 
the same prize, 

The beef and thrilling message 
which couveyed the firat tidings of 
Peary’s feat was dated from Indian 
Harbor, via Cape Ray, Newfoundjand, 
and read: “Stars and Stripes nailed 
to the pole.--Peary.” 

While this message was beingcabled 
to Europe,where Dr. Cook is now reap- 
ing his reward of public homage and 
royal honors as the first white man 
to reach the top of the world, and 
while doubt of its authenticity was be- 
ing voiced in some quarters, there was 
nut the shadow of a doubt that Rebt, 
k. Peary, the most dauntiess and per- 
severing explorer that ever lived, the 
man who has spent two decades and 
as inany fortanes in the search for 
the prize oi the centuries, had seta 
ally accomplished his task and was 
returning home with records and white 
Witnesses to prove his conque:t, 

Message to Hie Wie. 

The explorer's joyous message to his 
wife was the most humanly interest: 
ing. It read:— : 

“Indian Harbor via Oape Ray, 
“Sept. 4, 1909. 
“Mrs. R. EB, Peary, 
“South Harpswell, Maine, 
“Have made good at last. 1 have 
he old pole, Am well; love. Will 
Wire again from Chateau,-—Peary."’ 

And the wife, who has waited pa 
tiently and confidently more than a 
year for just that message replied :-— 

“South Harpswell, Me., 
“Sept. 6, 1909. 


“All well, Best love. God bless 
you. Hurry home.--Jo.”’ 

Herbert L. Bridgman,. of the Peary 
Arctic club, received the follewing in 
cipher, which dispelled all suspicion 
that the message might not have been 
sent by Pearr’s own hands 

“Indian Harbor, Sept, 6, 1900, 
“Herbert L. Bridgman, 
“Brooklyn, N.Y. ; 

“Pole reached, Roosevelt safe— 
Peary.” 

St. Johns, Nfld., Sept. 6—The om 
nouncement was made today. thet 
Commander Peary had telegraphed 
the governor of Newfoundland by wire- 
less from Labrador, stating that he 
hal reached the pole and congratulat« 
ing Newfoundland on its part in the 
discovery, because of the fact that the 
captain and the crew of Peary’s ex- 
pedition weve Newioundlanders., 

White Man With Peary. 

New York, Sept. 6—One of the most 
signiticant dispatches, as bearing on 
any possible future controversy over 
the honors of discovery, was that re- 
ceived in Freeport, Maine, at three 
o'clock this afternoon by Mra. W. C, 
Fogg, from her brother, D. D. Me 
Millan, an instructor in Worcester 
academy, who avcompanied Peary on 
his trip. The message shows that 
Peary had at least one white man to 
confirm his claims, 

McMillan wired :— 

“Indian Harbor, Sept, 6, 1908, 
“Mrs, W. C. Foge, Freeport, Maine. 

“Arrived safe. Pole on board. Best 
year of my lile.—Ben.” 

McMillan also sent the following 
message to the principal of the Wor

Another message from Peary stated

_ Thus the great north, that locked 
its gates of ice against the bravest 
of-the world throughout the four hun- 
dred years during which the pole-quest 
has been carried on, has yielded with- 
in the brief period of twelve months 
to the intrepid persistency of two men, 

Winnipeg, Sept, 6—Dr. Cook has said 
that he found no traces of Peary’s ex- 
pedition in the Aretie and Command:

1 
brought the news to Dr, Cook, who 
expressed extreme gratificafion at the 
report, which he sincerely hoped was 
true. Seme expre i doubt as to 
whether Commander Peary would usé 
so unscientific a phrase as “Nailing 
the Stars and Stripes to the North 
pole,” but those who gnow Peary de 
clare that phrase is characteristic, Dr 
Cook said that Commander vr ary 
started far east of his route in Sept 
1908, at which time Dr. Cook had 
reached Jones’ Sound, having located 
the pole in the previous April Dr 
Cook was delighted to hear that Am- 
erica had carried off the double event 
He declared that if the news was con 
firmed a comparison of Peary’s obser 
vations and his own would supply in- 
controvertible proof that he had reach 
ed the North pole 

The feverish fidgetiness of the pub 
lie, avid for news hot and hotter from 
day to day, amazed the placid explor 
er just returned from the vast silene 
of the Arctic night, who considers such 
impatience neither selentifie nor ra 
tional, 

University Rector Announces Verdict, 

Dr. Cook's diary was shown fast 
hight to the Rector Magniticus of Cx 
penhagen university. The caleula 
tions having been extracted and ex 
amined the rector announced the ver 
dict that the explorer had acutally 
reached the North pole. Dr, Cook 
will be made an honorary professor of 
the university, 

Professor Torp, Rector Magnifieu 
of the university, in a statement t 
Hhewspapermen, made today, said: “At 
Minister Egan's suggestion I went to 
the logution in my capacity of head of 
the university to examine Dr. Cook 
closely in regard to his claims M 
Kgan told me the American govert 
ment was desirous of getting official 
econtirmiation of his statements The 
Danish Geographical society also wish 
ed to be sure of its ground befor pay 
ing Dr, Cook the distinguished honor 
Which await him Ihe examination 
took place on American soil (iheaning 
the American legation) and Mr. Kyat 
Was present, Dr. Cook stood the te 
perfectly although the examination 
Was of an intricate and scientifie chat 
acter, There was net a detail or que 
tion put before him to whieh he failed 
to reply in the most satisfactory way 

Answered Every Question, 

“As there were certain questions of 
& special astronomical mature with 
which Lo myself was not sullicientily 
vequainted, T culled in our greatest 
astronomical scientist, Prof, Strom 
geen, who put an exhaustive series of 
mathematical, technical and natura! 
stientifie questions to Dr, Cook, based 
Particularly on those of his conten 
ions on which some doubts had been 
cust Dr, Cook answered all to our 
fullest satisfaction He showed no 
excitement or nervousness at any tin 
I dare say, therefore, that there is no 
justifications for anybody to throw the 
slightest doubt on his claim to have 
reached thy pole, and the means by 
Which he did it. Prof Stromgren and 
I ure so entirely satisfied with th 
evidence that at this afternoon’s meet 
tng of the mathematical and natural 
science’ faculty I proposed conferring 
on Dr, Cook the title of honorary pro 
lessor of the Copenhagen university 

“Eleven members voted for and 
only one against the appointment, 
which was immediately ratified by th: 
Minister of Education, who will’ now 
have it signed by the King. Th: 
official appointment will take place 
here Thursday.”

“RETALIATION FOOLISHNESS.

paper pubcished in Victoria, 


Colonist, a Conservative news 
B.C,, of 
fers a few words of homely advice to 
some of its friends who would be more 
Catholic than the Pope.

tion of the bonding privilege enjoyed 
by Canadians in respect to goods (n 
transit through the United States, “ir 
John was urged by certain foolish 
people to deprive United States ship- 
pers of the same privilege on goods 
in transit through the Dominion, and 
it was then that he made the obser- 
vetion quoted. Now, vertain monopol- 
ists in the United States have per: 
suaded congress to impose duties that 
will impose hardships upon the peo 
ple of that country, and the Toronto 
paper wants the Canadian govern- 
ment to let these same people deter- 
mine the fiseal policy of Canada. We 
hope that Mr. Fielding will be influ- 
eneed by no such considerations.

“My mind goes back today to the 
Gays when I knew the prairies so 
well,” said His Lordship. “Little 
was done then in agriculture and 
commerce. The country was In the 
hands of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
for purposes of the fur trade. The 
relations of the Indians to the com- 
pany were most friendly, as the rule 
was always “pro peli cutem, which 
was always observed by both parties. 

“The time éame, however, when the 
great reservation was bought up by 
the Dominion government, and now 
the great country is divided into pro- 
vinees. Each province has its wor 
to do to seek its own development, 
and in doing that well it strengthens 
the whole Dominion, It is impossible 
that any good could come to a part 
of the Dominion and not benefit the 
whole.
